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1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

2. As set forth in the previous Office action, the art does not teach or suggest 
the use of a microtiter plate to hold the sample for photoacoustic measurement. The 
art suggests the use of photacoustic spectroscopy with multiple cells, but does not 
teach or suggest using a microtiter plate as claimed herein. 

The previous office action included a provisional double patenting rejection 
over copending application 10/002,602. That action noted that claim 62 of the 
copending application included measuring a at least one sample in a microtiter 
plate. Claim 62 has been cancelled in the copending application; none of the claims 
in that application now claim the microtiter plate arrangement, or methods using a 
microtiter plate. Thus there is no double patenting rejection for the remaining 
claims 15-17, which do claims the microtiter plate.
